M.B.A.'s  tiny  gym  was  packed  to  the  rafters  as  the  Big  Red  of 
M.B.A.  defeated  West  51-47  for  the  first  time  in  4 years  of  basketball 
here  at  M.B.A.  M.B.A.’s  fine  offensive  machine  failed  to  find  the 
range  in  the  first  quarter  and  if  it  wasn't  for  the  splendid  foul  shoot- 
ing of  Henry  Hurt  the  Big  Red  could  have  easily  been  defeated  by 
the  State  champions  of  last  year.  The  first  quarter  score  was  9-0 
in  favor  of  West,  as  M.B.A.  failed  to  score  from  the  field.  The 
Maroon  five  encountered  rough  luck  as  shots  continually  rolled 
around  the  rim  and  fell  off.  In  the  second  quarter  the  game  was 
quite  even  until  Jerry  Appleton  hit  a couple  of  long  one  handers 
which  vaulted  West  into  the  lead.  Near  the  end  of  the  first  half 
Henry  Hurt  and  Whit  Watson  bombarded  the  nets  for  10  points, 
which  gave  the  Maroons  a 4 point  lead  at  intermission.
